The  annual  Christmas  dinner,  marking  the 
end  of  a  successful  fall  term,  was  held  this 
evening  in  the  Lang  Gymnasium.  The  chief 
event  of  the  occasion  was  the  awarding  of 
gold  footballs  and  letters  to  the  varsity  foot- 
ball team  and  its  managers  by  Headmaster 
Edward  W.  Eames,  who  is  the  head  coach  of 
football.  The  name  of  the  captain  of  next 
year's  eleven  was  announced  during  the  after- 
dinner  ceremonies,  and  group  singing  under 
the  direction  of  Mr.  Sager  was  one  of  the  high- 
lights of  the  evening. 

Dr.  Claude  M.  Fuess,  headmaster  of  Phil- 
lips Academy  at  Andover  and  a  trustee  of 
Governor  Dummer,  again  served  in  the  capac- 
ity of  toastmaster.  Mr.  William  J.  Bingham, 
director  of  athletics  at  Harvard,  and  Dr.  Rem- 
sen B.  Ogilby.  president  of  Trinity  College, 
were  the  principal  speakers  of  the  evening.  AH 
of  these  speakers  are  well  known  to  the  school. 
Dr.  Fuess  and  Mr.  Bingham  having  addressed 
orevious  Christmas  dinners,  and  Dr.  Ogilby 
bavin q  spoken  at  an  evening  meeting.  There 
were  approximately  300  persons  attending  the 
dinner. 

The  captain  of  next  vear's  football  team, 
announced  tonight,  is  Edward  Donnellv  of 
New  Haven.  Connecticut.  Although  this  is 
Donnellv's  first  vear  at  Governor  Dummer 
and  he  has  never  before  plaved  on  an  Academv 
team,  his  performance  at  end  this  season  made 
him  one  of  the  outstanding  plavers  on  the 
team,  and  his  teammates  elected  him  to  pilot 
next  year's  eleven.

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HANS  BOSENIUS  GIVES  FINE 

TALK  TO  STUDENTS  ON  EVE 
OF  HIS  RETURN  TO  GERMANY 


SUCCESSFUL  DANCE  HELD 

IN  GYM  LAST  SATURDAY 


Hans  Bosenius,  a  German  exchange  student 
at  Governor  Dummer,  gave  to  the  student 
body  one  of  the  most  interesting  talks  to  be 
heard  this  year,  at  the  evening  meeting  on 
December  4.  He  compared  the  schools  in 
Germany  to  what  he  has  learned  of  the  schools 
in  America.  German  boys  start  school  work 
at  the  age  of  six  and  remain  in  what  compares 
to  our  grammar  school  until  they  are  ten.  At 
this  time  they  enter  another  school  where  they 
stay  for  a  period  of  nine  years,  and  if  they 
are  able  and  so  desire,  they  may  then  enter 
a  university.  There  are  only  ten  boarding 
schools,  all  of  which  are  under  the  direct  con- 
trol of  the  government.  The  other  primary 
and  secondary  schools  are  similar  to  our  high 
schools. 

Describes  Routine  in  German  Schools 

The  daily  routine  in  a  German  boarding 
school  requires  the  students  to  rise  at  six 
o'clock  in  the  morning  and  exercise  for  20 
minutes  before  breakfast,  which  comes  at 
6:45.  Classes  run  from  7:30  to  12,  with  a  ten 
minute  recess  period  between  each  recitation. 
From  12  o'clock  until  1,  the  boys  exercise  and 
then  have  dinner  at  1:15.  Athletics  again 
take  up  the  time  from  2:15  until  5:00.  when 
there  is  a  two  hour  study  hall.  After  supper, 
which  comes  at  7,  the  boys  are  free  until  bed- 
time, which  is  set  for  10  o'clock. 

Hans  compared  the  boys  in  Germany  to 
those  he  has  met  in  America  by  saying  that 
they  are  just  the  same,  and  by  adding  that 
they  do  the  same  things  and  live  about  the 
same  life.  After  the  speech,  which  was  en- 
thusiastica,llv  received,  Hans  was  presented 
with  a  gold  football  by  the  members  of  Per- 
kins and  Moody  Houses. 

Earns  Place  on  Honor  Roll 

The  entire  school  was  sorry  to  see  him  leave 
school  to  return  to  Germany,  for  he  has  made 
a  lasting  impression  upon  the  faculty  as  well 
as  the  boys,  and  it  is  hoped  that  his  stay  here 
has  meant  as  much  to  him  as  it  has  to  the 
school.  While  at  Governor  Dummer.  Hans 
earned  a  position  on  the  first  scholastic  honor 
roll  during  both  months,  and  had  the  third 
highest  standing  in  the  school  at  the  time  of 
his  deoarture.  He  was  an  outstanding  mem- 
ber of  the  light  heavv-weight  football  team, 
and  his  65-yard  place  kicks  were  an  imnortant 
feature  in  the  success  of  that  championship 
team. 


One  of  the  most  successful  dances  in  years 
was  held  in  the  Lang  Gymnasium  last  Satur- 
day evening,  December  14.  The  attendance 
was  unusually  large,  and  all  present  spent  a 
very  enjoyable  evening.  A  great  deal  of  cred- 
it for  the  success  of  this  Fall  Dance  must  go 
to  the  dance  committee  and  to  Mrs.  Eames. 
The  committee,  headed  by  Joseph  William- 
son and  including  Edward  Donnelly,  Paul 
Comins,  Alex  Hunt,  Percy  Goodale,  Rich- 
ard Francis,  Edward  Hastings,  and  John  Hub- 
bard, planned  the  dance  and  carried  it  out 
smoothly. 

The  dance  was  preceded  by  a  formal  din- 
ner in  the  Commons.  A  reception  was  held 
by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Eames  in  the  gymnasium 
directly  before  the  dance  itself  got  under  way, 
and  at  10:30  there  was  a  pause  in  the  dancing 
while  refreshments  were  served. 

The  music  for  the  dance  was  furnished  by 
Bob  Richman  and  his  Orchestra,  of  Provi- 
dence. The  eleven  piece  band  has  recently 
played  at  Brown  University,  at  the  University 
of  New  Hampshire,  and  at  the  Hotel  Taft  in 
New  York. 


TREMENDOUS  MURAL  MADE 

BY   SKETCHING   CLASS    FOR 
ANNUAL   CHRISTMAS   DINNER 


An  air  of  mystery  has  been  surrounding  the 
activities  of  the  Sketching  Class  since  early  in 
the  term,  and  it  was  not  until  last  night  that 
the  secret  was  brought  to  light.  A  tremendous 
mural,  so  large  that  it  completely  covers  one 
end  of  the  Gymnasium,  has  been  made  bv  the 
members  of  this  class,  to  form  a  splendid  and 
appropriate  background  for  the  speakers' 
table  at  the  Christmas  Dinner  tonight. 

For  weeks  the  project  has  been  carried  on 
behind  closed  doors  and  drawn  shades.  All 
questions  have  been  evasively  answered;  all 
admittance  has  been  denied;  all  guesses  have 
been  unsatisfactory.  Consequently,  when  the 
secret  was  revealed  last  night,  it  caused  a  sen- 
sation on  the  campus. 

The  mural,  which  is  40  feet  long  and  17^ 
feet  high,  is  made  on  vertical  strips  of  tough 
paper,  painted  in  bright  tempora  colors.  The 
eye  is  attracted  to  the  center,  where  is  found 
an  enormous  football,  in  which  are  painted  the 
season's  scores  in  bright  blue  against  an 
orange  background.  Four  diagonals  lead  into 
it  from  the  corners,  depicting  a  "time  out" 
during  a  game,  a  "grass  drill"  with  a  carica-

gallop  around  the  field,  the  "pile  driver"  play 
which  the  team  used  so  successfully  against 
Moses  Brown,  and  a  scene  of  an  actual  game 
in  session. 

In  three  of  the  four  large  spaces  are  gigantic 
figures,  seven  or  eight  feet  high,  of  a  kicker, 
a  pass  receiver,  and  a  center,  all  in  action. 
Directly  under  the  scores  appears  a  scene  from 
the  Moses  Brown  game,  with  Hoague  shaking- 
loose  after  a  play  through  right  tackle. 

The  work  was  entirely  planned  and  executed 
by  the  boys  of  the  Sketching  Class,  while  Mr. 
Morey  Eames,  the  instructor,  answered  ques- 
tions and  made  suggestions.  Every  boy  played 
a  major  part  in  its  production,  and  the  Class 
is  to  be  highlv  commended  for  such  a  splendid 
piece  of  work  with  so  little  training,  and  for 
adding;  such  a  popular  feature  to  the  Christ- 
mas Dinner. 


REVEREND  MARKHAM  STACKPOLE 

GIVES  ARMISTICE  DAY  TALK 


Of  the  six  who  have  spoken  at  recent  Sun- 
day Vesper  services,  the  first  was  the  Rev- 
erend Markham  W.  Stackpole,  teacher  of 
English  at  Milton  Academy,  who  on  the  eve 
of  Armistice  Day  described  the  Great  War. 
In  this  great  conflict,  besides  destruction  and 
antagonism,  were  manifested  some  qualities 
of  humor.  Armistice  Day,  he  said,  should  be 
observed  in  admiration  and  gratitude  for  those 
who  gave  their  best  in  duty. 

The   Reverend   Arthur  Peabody     of    Saint 


Paul's  Episcopal  Church  in  Newburyport  de- 
scribed the  minister  as  one  who  aids  society 
by  solving  the  spiritual  difficulties  of  people  in 
need.  There  is  power  above  to  aid  him  who 
does  those  things,  he  said. 

Men  excel  almost  universally  in  creating 
music,  asserted  Mr.  Rupert  Neily  of  Portland, 
who  declared  that  his  greatest  pleasure  is 
hearing  young  America  sing.  One  aid  in  good 
singing  is  to  attack  the  words  correctly;  the 
import  of  hymns  is  to  be  found  through  fault- 
less pronunciation  of  the  vowels.  After  this 
helpful  instruction,  Mr.  Neily  led  the  singing 
of  several  hymns. 

The  Reverend  Boynton  Merrill  of  the  sec- 
ond church  in  Newton  showed  how  George 
Washington,  contemplating  surrender  at  Val- 
ley Forge,  was  convinced  that  he  could  not 
know  defeat.  He  made  three  alliances  for 
success  which  Reverend  Merrill  suggested 
that  all  men  should  form:  one  with  his  inner 
self,  another  with  weaker  persons,  and  the 
third  with  a  forward  vision  of  what  should  be. 

The  Reverend  James  Clelland.  professor  of 
religion  at  Amherst  College,  spoke  at  the 
Vesper  Service  on  December  8.  Mr.  Clelland 
stated  that  his  foremost  impression  of  Amer- 
ican students  of  todav  is  their  aimlessness, 
and  he  gave  several  examples  of  this  which  he 
has  seen  in  four  years  at  Amherst.  He  em- 
phasized the  fact  that,  to  avoid  this,  under- 
graduates must  have  three  traits:  enthusiasm, 
aim  and  vision.  It  was  these  three  character- 
istics, he  said,  that  helped  Jesus  bring  back 
hope  to  a  despondent  world.

RULES  GOVERNING  ELECTION 

TO  CUM  LAUDE  SOCIETY  GIVEN 
FOR  INFORMATION  OF  SENIORS 


For  the  information  of  the  senior  class,  and 
particularly  for  those  seniors  who  were  not  at 
Governor  Dummer  last  year.  The  Arc/ton  is 
publishing  the  rules  for  election  to  the  Cum 
Laude  Society,  the  scholastic  honorary  group. 
New  members  are  elected  annually  from  the 
graduating  class  at  the  close  of  the  spring 
term.  The  following  paragraphs  are  taken 
from  the  By-laws  of  the  Governor  Dummer 
chapter  of  the  Society: 

"5.  To  be  eligible  for  membership  a  student 
shall : 

A.  Have    attained    a    general    average 
of  80%  for  his  senior  year. 

B.  Stand  in  the  first  fifth  of  his  class. 
"6.  The  mere  fulfilment  of  the  qualifica- 
tions listed  under  By-law  5  shall  not  auto- 
matically determine  a  student's  eligibility  for 
election.  In  addition,  a  three-fourths  vote  by 
ballot  of  the  faculty  members  of  the  chapter 
shall  be  necessary  for  election. 

"7.  In  electing  new  members    the    faculty 
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members  of  the  chapter  shall  be  urged  to  con- 
sider the  following  factors  in  determining  qual- 
ifications for  membership: 

A.  The  nature  of  the  courses. 

B.  The  number  of  courses  repeated. 

C.  The  effort  expended  by  the  student. 

D.  The  record  of  the  student  at  Gov- 
ernor Dummer  or  at  other  schools  prior 
to  his  senior  year. 

E.  The  record  of  the  student  in  the 
College  Board  Examinations. 

F.  Marked  deficiency  in  particular 
subjects." 

Governor  Dummer  Chapter  Formed 
in  1934 

The  Cum  Laude  Society  was  founded  in 
1906  at  the  Tome  School.  The  Governor  Dum- 
mer chapter  was  formed  in  1934,  and  at  that 
time  groups  of  alumni  were  elected  to  mem- 
bership from  the  classes  of  1931,  1932,  and 
1933.  Six  members  of  the  faculty  were  named 
charter  members:  Mr.  Eames,  Mr.  Mitchell, 
Mr.  Nash,  Mr.  Mercer,  Mr.  Jacob,  and  Mr. 
Dunning. 

The  object  of  the  society  is  the  encourage- 
ment and  reward  of  high  attainment  on  the 
part  of  students  in  secondary  schools,  and  the 
means  it  employs  to  accomplish  this  object  are 
similar  to  those  used  by  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa 
Society  in  the  colleges.  Membership  in  the 
Cum  Laude  Society  is  one  of  the  highest  hon- 
ors that  may  come  to  a  senior.

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CONCENTRATION 


The  ability  to  concentrate  is  one  of  the  great- 
est assets  a  person  can  acquire.  Without  this 
faculty  one  can  hardly  expect  to  be  successful 
in  life. 

In  school,  close  mental  application  is  the 
first  requisite  for  good  marks.  This  is  evident 
in  the  fact  that  the  high  ranking  scholars  are 
able  to  study  with  their  minds  fully  on  their 
work.  Governor  Dummer  is  an  ideal  place 
to  develop  such  mental  attentiveness.  Real 
work  is  required  during  the  supervised  study 
halls,  and  with  no  noise  to  disrupt  the  study- 
ing, it  is  fairly  easy  to  be  attentive  to  one's 
work. 

College  presents  a  different  problem.  There 
a  person  must  do  his  work  with  all  sorts  of 
disturbing  noises  going  on  about  him.  It  is 
partly  because  of  this  fact  that  concentration 
is  stressed  in  a  secondary  school  education. 
High  School  graduates  almost  invariably  ex- 
perience a  difficult  time  in  college  because  of 
their  lack  of  training  in  the  application  of 
their  mental  powers.

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<£A  Qlimpse  of  the  Orient

(Editor's  note:  The  following  article  has 
been  written  for  The  Archon  by  Mr.  Allen  of 
the  faculty,  and  tells  a  number  of  the  ex- 
periences and  impressions  of  his  trip  to  Japan 
during  the  past  summer.) 

Despite  the  fact  that  I  was  in  Japan  almost 
the  entire  summer,  I  do  not  feel  that  I  am 
in  a  position  to  discuss  the  political  situation 
in  the  east,  of  which  I  saw  nothing,  or  the 
oriental  art,  of  which  I  saw  a  great  deal.  A 
lot  of  my  time  was  spent  travelling  in  trains 
or  on  foot  and,  as  seldom  as  possible,  in  a  car. 
This  provided  me  with  some  of  the  most  in- 
teresting and  amusing  parts  of  the  trip,  while 
in  turn  I  seemed  to  be  a  never-failing  source 
of  amusement  to  the  Japanese. 

For  the  most  part  I  travelled  third  class 
on  the  trains.  Here  the  Japanese  feel  very 
much  at  home.  The  seats  are  wooden,  with 
absolutely  straight  backs,  and  are  set  facing 
each  other  with  an  aisle  down  the  middle, 
like  our  Pullman  cars  during  the  day.  They 
are  very  uncomfortable  for  us  but  well  suited 
to  the  Japanese,  who  take  off  their  shoes  or 
sandals,  curl  their  legs  under  them,  and  sit 
for  hours  like  that,  smoking  and  arguing,  I 
never  saw  anybody  reading  on  a  train. 

At  the  stations  there  is  bedlam.  The  con- 
ductors shout  out  the  name  of  the  station  in 
voices  which  sound  as  if  they  were  lamenting 
the  loss  of  their  entire  family,  and  men  walk 
by  the  windows,  selling  everything  from  ice 
cream  to  complete  lunch  boxes,  and  advertis- 
ing their  wares  with  the  same  pathetic  wails. 
There  is  usually  a  large  washstand  on  the 
platform,  equipped  with  about  twenty  basins 
and  mirrors,  where  the  passengers  can  refresh 
themselves  for  the  next  lap  of  the  journey. 
Some  of  them,  in  a  most  unconcerned  fashion, 
would  do  a  very  thorough  job  of  it. 

Although  the  trains  have  dining  cars,  they 
are  rarely  used  by  the  third  class  passengers, 
who  prefer  to  buy  a  lunch  box  and  an  earthen 
pot  of  tea  for  a  total  cost  of  ten  cents  in  our 
money.  These  boxes  contain  more  rice  than 
I  ever  managed  to  eat  at  one  sitting,  with 
vegetables,  meat,  sauce,  and  your  individual 
pair  of  chopsticks  on  the  side.  When  one  is 
finished,  one  throws  the  box  into  the  aisle, 
where  it  is  swept  up  by  the  guard.  The  guard 
spends  most  of  his  time  sweeping  and  water- 
ing the  floor  of  the  car,  which  is  fortunate 
since  spitting  is  considered  a  polite  art. 

I  took  a  third  class  sleeper  once.    Here  the 


car  is  divided  into  ten  compartments,  each 
compartment  containing  six  berths  in  tiers  of 
three,  running  crossways  to  the  car.  There 
were  no  curtains  on  the  berths  and  what  is 
more  no  bed  clothes;  merely  a  pillow  and  a 
sheet  tied  onto  a  sort  of  mattress.  All  dress- 
ing and  undressing  was  done  in  the  aisle,  and 
there  was  one  washroom  where  the  whole  car 
waited  in  line  with  toothbrushes  and  soap  in 
hand.  As  the  Japanese  are  quite  thorough  in 
their  toilet,  this  took  some  time.  I  was  re- 
lieved of  much  of  my  waiting,  however,  due 
to  the  fact  that  the  water  supply  ran  out  long 
before  my  turn  came.  My  berth  was  the  lowest 
of  the  three,  and  fortunately  so,  because  I 
found  it  much  too  narrow  to  turn  over  on, 
and  I  spent  the  night  expecting  to  be  rolled 
out.  I  congratulated  myself  that  I  had  only 
a  foot  to  fall,  and  waited  hopefully  for  the 
occupant  in  number  three  berth,  some  six  feet 
off  the  floor,  to  come  crashing  down.  I  was 
disappointed.  Next  morning  I  found  that  the 
water  supply  had  not  been  replenished,  and 
I  decided  that  I  had  just  about  had  my 
money's  worth.  The  sleeper  cost  twenty  cents. 
One  of  the  high-lights  of  my  summer  was 
a  three-day  walking  trip.  Our  absolute  ignor- 
ance of  the  language  made  each  day's  journey 
more  or  less  of  a  gamble,  because  while  we 
knew  the  names  of  the  villages  we  intended 
to  go  to,  there  was  no  sure  way  of  knowing 
whether  we  would  hit  them,  or,  if  we  did  come 
to  a  village,  whether  it  was  the  one  we  were 
aiming  for.  All  of  the  signs  were,  of  course, 
in  Japanese  and  therefore  useless  to  us,  and 
asking  questions  had  its  difficulties.  I  had  a 
little  blue  phrase  book  as  a  support,  but  the 
only  questions  which  would  do  us  any  good 
were  "yes"  and  "no"  questions.  These  were 
rather  ineffectual  because  the  person  ques- 
tioned would  always  answer  "yes".  By  this  he 
didn't  mean  an  affirmative  answer  to  the 
question,  but  merely  that  he  had  understood 
us.  We  discovered  this  the  first  day  after  we 
had  walked  seven  miles  beyond  our  destina- 
tion, following  what  we  had  thought  a  fool- 
proof system  of  naming  a  village  and  pointing 
in  the  direction  we  were  going. 

Our  appearance  in  a  village  always  spread 
great  joy.  We  wore  shorts  and  carried  large 
Japanese  umbrellas  because  it  drizzled  all  the 
time.  This  combination,  especially  on  the  two 
girls  of  the  party,  was  too  much  for  the  vil- 
lagers. The  women  in  Japan  are  all  short  and 
wear  kimonas  which  conceal  even  their  shoes, 
and   the  sight  of   two  long-legged  American 
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girls  attracted  a  crowd  which  never  stopped 
laughing  till  we  had  left  the  village.  It  was 
all  very  good  natured,  though.  They  weren't 
laughing  at  us;  they  were  just  thoroughly 
amused.  That  we  did  not  once  lose  our  way 
is  quite  a  testimony  to  the  patience  of  these 
villagers,  who  seemed  quite  concerned  about  us 
and  were  always  willing  to  help  us.  In  fact, 
during  my  whole  stay  in  Japan.  I  was  im- 
pressed by  the  courtesy  of  the  people  as  well 
as  by  the  genuine  interest  they  showed  in  us 
and  in  all  things  western. 


More  Briefly 

The  Nation's  Schools,  in  its  December  num- 
ber, carries  an  illustrated  article  on  Governor 
Dummer  Academy,  entitled  "The  Oldest 
Boarding  School  in  America."  It  is  written 
by  Mr.  Dunning  of  the  faculty,  and  the  illus- 
trations are  six  of  the  engravings  used  in  the 
campaign  booklet. 

The  portrait  of  Governor  Dummer  which 
hangs  in  the  Mansion  House  was  sent  to  the 
Addison  Gallery  of  Art  at  Phillips  Academy, 
Andover,  during  August  and  September  for  an 
exhibition  of  the  work  of  Essex  County  paint- 
ers and  craftsmen  during  the  seventeenth, 
eighteenth,  and  early  nineteenth  centuries.

BOSTON  TRANSCRIPT  RANKS 

ACADEMY  FIRST  IN  CLASS 


Winning  five  games  and  tying  one  during 
the  past  season,  the  Governor  Dummer  foot- 
ball team  earned  the  title  of.  the  Academy's 
first  undefeated  eleven.  Victories  were  scored 
over  Thayer,  Tabor,  Moses  Brown,  the  An- 
dover  Reserves,  and  the  Harvard  Freshman 
Seconds,  and  a  scoreless  tie  was  fought  with 
Deerfield.  The  Governors  accumulated  a  total 
of  128  points,  in  spite  of  frequent  use  of  the 
second  team,  and  their  opponents  combined 
to  produce  only  three  touchdowns.  In  review- 
ing the  team's  season,  the  Boston  Transcript 
ranked  the  Governors  at  the  top  of  their  class 
among  the  private  schools.  This  class  included 


such  schools  as  St.  Mark's,  Noble  and  Green- 
ough,  Groton,  Thayer,  Tabor,  and  Milton. 

As  an  appropriate  climax  to  its  unbeaten 
record,  Governor  Dummer  Academy  defeated 
Moses  Brown  School  at  Providence,  on  No- 
vember 16  by  the  score  of  14-6. 

After  an  exchange  of  punts  following  the 
kick-off,  Joe  Hoague  commenced  the  Governor 
attack  with  a  20-yard  thrust  off  tackle.  A 
spot  pass  to  Hale  netted  another  20  yards, 
but  the  team  was  held  for  downs  at  that 
point. 

Moses  Brown  punted  at  the  opening  of  the 
second  quarter  and  a  spot  pass  from  Hoague 
to  Hale  was  again  successful.  Alternate 
plunges  by  Hoague  and  Floyd,  supplemented
